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,1’ei'sons of lUe’ same Diocese; aucl enacting also, tiiat all Cimtches, 
parsonages, vicarages and other ecclesiastical li\ ings, that have coiac by 
any title meane or conveyance, to the possession and scisis) oi the 
Queen^s Majestic, or any of her most noble progenitors, shall be chargcil 
to this payment and contribution, in whose hands or possession somever 
the same are or shall come: And whereas farther provisions for the 
more effectual erecting and better regulating of Tree Schools in 
Ireland, were made by two Acts passed in the Parliament oi Ireland, the 
one in the Twelfth year of his late Majesty King George the First, and 
the other in the Twenty-nintli year of his late Majesty King George
